Equa lity Of Benefit 


James R. Tichenor, administrator of unem- 
’ 
ployment compensation for Ohio, hopes for a 
court ruling in the near future on his admini­ 
strative 
decision against letting 
Ohio wage 
earners draw state b enefits and supplemental 
* 
unemployment b enefits at the same time. 
He is referring to the prospect that steel 
‘ 
companies doing b usiness in the state will seek 
a court test to decide whether or not SUB pro­ 
visions 
in their contracts with 
United Steel 
Workers can b e put into effect for unem­ 
ployed workers. The question has b een left 
! 
open in this state ever since United 
Auto 
i Workers negotiated for SUB in contracts with 
‘ the auto industry. 
* 
Mr. Tichenor’s hope is shared b y many other 
Ohioans aware of the prob lem that has b een 
created b y industrial contracts, in two major 
‘ Ohio b usinesses that contain provisions not al­ 
lowab le under his administrative ruling. It is 
of the utmost importance that an attempt to 
short-circuit this ruling b y a statewide vote to 
permit 
in advance what Mr. Tichenor was 
prob ab ly going to refuse to permit failed. 
The issue at law will b e whether or not 
equality of b enefit under a state unemploy­ 
ment compensation law must b e preserved at 
the expense of setting aside a contract provision 
in the automob ile and steel industries. 
Voters of Ohio have affirmed that they b e­ 
lieve equality of b enefit must b e preserved; 
that it would b e inequitab le to b old one unem­ 
ployed person to a fixed level of unemploy­ 
ment compensation b y law while letting another 
person collect supplemental b enefits. 
It is difficult to see how any court could dis­ 
regard a legislative intent that has b een af­ 
firmed in a statewide vote. 


Questio n Of Mea ns 


It is hard to b ecome interested in last-minute 
juggUng of foreign-aid figures while pondering 
the implications b ehind a story which came out 
of the U.S. Census Bureau this week. 
Per capita income, the b ureau reports, reached 
an average of $1,940 in 1956. This was b efore 
taxes. It looks like a lot of money at first 
sight, and it would b e if it were not for taxes. 
It is impossib le to know exactly how- much 
is sub tracted b y taxation, b ecause of wide dif­ 
ferences in local and state tax rates. The total 
taken b y federal taxation is indeterminate. Even 
an accounting wizard is b affled b y hidden 
taxes, overlapping taxes and the shrewdly- 
organized confusion of the income tax laws. 
But every person who comments on the total 
tax take, whether speaking as a governrnent 
official or an ordinary citizen, agrees the limit 
of the people's ab ility to b ear taxes has b een 
reached and exceeded, unless the purpose is to 
fag the free enterprise system into a state of 
progressive decline. 
The Department of Commerce has estimated 
’ that the average per family b ite into the federal 
income tax alone was $540 in 
19 5 5—enough to 
take a sizeab le chunk out of even $2,000 per 
capita incomes. And all other tax b ites are 
added to that first monstrous b ite. 
They now are talking in Washington ab out 
adding as much as another half b illion to foreign 
aid or enough to make a round figure of three 
b illion dollars. If there are 170 million Ameri­ 
cans, foreign aid would check out at $17.60 per 
person in a federal b udget calling for $423 per 
person b efore it was trimmed a few b illion b y 
popular demand. 
Foreign aid has b ecome a question of means— 
not how much mdney is needed ab road b ut how 
much money can b e spared at home.

Question Of Means 


It is hard to become interested in last-minute 
juggling of foreign-aid figures while pondering 
the implications behind a story which came out 
of the U.S. Census Bureau this week. 
Per capita income, the bureau reports, reached 
an average of $1,940 in 1956. This was before 
taxes. It looks like a lot of money at first 
sight, and it-would be if it were not for taxes. 
It is impossible to know exactly how- much 
is subtracted by taxation, because of wide dif­ 
ferences in local and state tax rates. The total 
taken by federal taxation is indeterminate. Even 
an accounting wizard is baffled by hidden 
taxes, 
overlapping taxes 
and 
the 
shrewdly- 
organized confusion of the income tax laws. 
But every person who comments on the total 
tax take, whether speaking as a government 
official or an ordinary citizen, agrees the limit 
of the people’s ability to bear taxes has been 
reached and exceeded, unless the purpose is to 
fag the free enterprise system into a state of 
progressive decline. 
The Departm ent of Commerce has estim ated 
that the average per family bite into the federal 
income tax alone was $540 in 1955—enough to 
take a sizeable chunk out of even $2,000 per 
capita incomes. And all other tax bites are 
added to that first monstrous bite. 
They now are talking in Washington about 
adding as much as another half billion to foreign 
aid. or enough to m ake a round figure of three 
billion dollars, lf there are 170 million Ameri­ 
cans, foreign aid would check out at $17 60 per 
person in a federal budget calling for $423 per 
person before it was trim m ed a few billion by 
popular demand. 
Foreign aid has become a question of m eans— 
not how much money is needed abroad but how 
much money can be spared at home. 


Nothing To I 


The apparent collapse of all remaining hope 
for m utual aerial inspection 
does 
not 
mean 
there has been a collapse of 
all 
remaining 
hope for a disarm am ent agreement. 
President Eisenhower’s “ open-skies” proposal 
was too advanced for the regime in the Krem ­ 
lin. It might have been too advanced for the 
U.S. Senate, had it come to a point of decision 
on a treaty. 
But it had the effect it was intended lo have. 
It focused international attention on the fact 
there can be no real peace until m ajor powers 
have nothing to hide from one another. 
This is another way of saying there can be 
no peace until m ajor governments can trust one 
another — and that time is not at hand The 
United States can claim whatever credit is due 
for exploring the possibility 
of hastening 
its 
arrival with a proposal 
to 
bring 
about 
a 
m utual sharing of information. But the explo­ 
ration will have to wait on the development 
of a state of mind in which there will be more 
confidence than fear. 
The Soviet Union cannot believe the Western 
powers are innocent of intent to attack it but 
are in an arm am ent race only to protect them ­ 
selves against attack by the Soviet Union. In 
that state of mind, aerial inspection of Russian 
territory seemed preposterous.

Job Opportunity 


America doesn’t need as many 
workers ’ down on the farm ’’ as 
it used to, but it does require 
thousands more trained workers 
than ever before for farm -related 
jobs. 
And many of these jobs are 
going begging for lack of appli­ 
cants. says F. E. Price, dean of 
agriculture at Oregon State Col­ 
lege. 
Price says opportunities for col­ 
lege 
graduates 
in 
agricultural 
fields are brightest in history, de­ 
spite the declining numbers of ac­ 
tual farm workers needed to pro­ 
duce food and fiber for this coun­ 
try. 


He points out that the eight mil­ 
lion farm workers today represent 
only about one-third of the number

Few young people are aware, 
Price says, of such opportunities 
as these:

I duration Study Started 


The future of Columbiana Coun­ 
ty’s 23.122 school age young peo­ 
ple, along with those from Ohio’s 
other 87 counties, is being studied 
by the Ohio Commission on Edu­ 
cation Beyond High School in a 
survey of problems of higher edu­ 
cation in the next IO years. 
A county-by-county study of en­ 
rollment and population is being 
made by the 12-member commis­ 
sion named by Gov. C. William 
O’Neill last March in preparing a 
blueprint for education past high 
school. 
Dr. John C. Baker, president of 
Ohio University and chairm an of 
the commission, said the study is 
necessary to determ ine what new 
program s and facilities will be re­ 
quired in the face of an anticipat­ 
ed doubling or tripling of college 
enrollment by 1970. 
A 1955 report for the Ohio Col­ 
lege Association showed 13 6 per 
cent of college age youths in Co­ 
lumbiana County were enrolled in 
college. Of the 5.631 young people 
between 19 and 22. there were 765 
attending classes in Ohio’s 54 col­ 
leges or u n iv ersities. 
A review of population increase 
is also a factor in the clanning. 
A 6 per cent increase in the coun­ 
ty’s population took place between 
1950 and 1956. The population rose 
from 98.920 to 105 000 
Throughout the state population 
rose 13 per cent, from 7,946 OOO to 
9,006.000.

record 
Births have increased 
annually 
from 118.000 in 1930 to 232.000 in 
1950. During the years 1950 to 1970 
when these youngsters reach col­ 
lege age. the 18-21 age group will 
increase from 430.000 to 759 OOO 
Projecting these figures into the 
number of college age youths who 
will actually attend college. Ohio 
is faced with iprovidmg facilities 
for 307.000 students in 1970 com­ 
pared to 124.000 in 1950 and 131.000 
in 1956. 
Adding to the pressure cm high­ 
er education is the fact enrollment 
in educational institutions has run 
well ahead of general population 
growth During the past TO years, 
while the state population has trip­ 
led.
